DURING THE NIGHT 


Murray Corporation and 
Union Sign Agreement, 

Ending Tie- Up and Call- 
ing for Conference.

DETROIT, March 4—The Briggs 
Manufacturing Co. plant on Mack 
avenue, shut down for more than 10 
hours during the night, resumed op- 
erations today, ending a sit-down 
strike which affected 14,000 em- 
ployes. The strikers had accused 
the .automobile body company of 
violating an agreement on speed of 
production. 

Company officers met with repre- 
sentatives of the United Automobile 
Workers of America and an under- 


standing was reached before day 
shift workers entered the plant. 

The agreement provided that a 
“mutual conference” be held not 
later than March 15, and that the 
production line continue at the 
usual rate, without interruption by 
further strikes, until all conferences 
have ended. 

The strike, largest in number of 
employes affected since the General 
Motors shutdowns, started when 
1500 men in the assembly and panel 
units quit work last night on the 
second and third floors of the plant. 

Homer Martin, president of the 
U. A. W. A, said the strike was 
called because of the management’s 
“deliberate disregard of an agree- 
ment on speeding up the line be- 
yond human endurance.” 

Union headquarters said that vir- 
tually all of the night shift, which 
it estimated at 6000, remained in 
the plant. 

Sit<iown strikes closed three 
plants of the Bohn Aluminum Co. 
and the Michigan Smelting & Re- 
fining Co. a subsidiary, today. 
About 1200 persons were affected. 

Murray Strike Settled. 

Another sit-down strike, at the 
Murray Corporation of America, 
was settled last night and 1500 
union members left the plant. The 
company manufactures automobile 
bodies. 

Representatives of the Murray 
Corporation and the union signed 
their strike settlement in the office 
of Frank H. Bowen, regional direc- 
tor of the National Labor Relations 
Board. Shortly afterwards the terms 
were approved by the strikers and 
they evacuated the plant. 

The union said the agreement 
provided for recognition of the 
union as the bargaining agent of 
its members; evacuation of the 
plant; a conference on wages, hours 
and other working conditions with- 
in eight hours after the union’s 
negotiating committee is formed; 
rehiring of 36 discharged workers; 
an eight-hour day and a 40-hour 
week, and time and half for over- 
time. The settlement also called 
for resumption of operations at 
noon today. 

Other Strikes Settled. 

Settlements of the Motor Prod- 
ucts Co. strike Tuesday and the 
“sit-down” at the Ferro Stamping 
Manufacturing Co., yesterday both 
provided for collective 
meetings with the U. A. W. A. The 
time of the motor products nego- 
tiations was not decided.

He Cautioned Against Predic- 
tions He Would Talk 
About Court Plan.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will address Demo- 
cratic “victory dinners” throughout 
the country by radio tonight, from 
the principal celebration in Wash- 
ington, but he has not announced 
his subject.

MOTHER OF: 18 FIFTH 
CONVICTED IN KILLING 


Minnie Hines Found Guilty of 
Second Degree Murder in 
Case of lowa Farmer

ELKADER, Ia., March 4.—Minnie 
Hines, 54-year-old mother of 18 chil- 
dren, was convicted by a District 
Court jury today of second-degree 
murder in connection with the kill- 
ing of Dan Shine, Littleport (Ja.)

Jim Hines, 28-year-old common 
law husband of Minnie Hines, and 
Albert (Deak) Cornwell, Manches- 
ter junk dealer, were convicted of 
participation in the murder plot. 

Hines now is awaiting sentence 
while Cornwell was sentenced to 
life imprisonment in the State peni- 
tentiary. 

The court today granted Mrs. 
Hines’ attorneys 60 days in which 
to file motion for a new trial. 

Mrs. Shine confessed the murder 
plot shortly after Shine’s body was 
found in a closet of his home in a 
lonely section of Clayton County. A 
‘string attached to a shotgun trig- 
ger was twined in Shine’s fingers. 
Officers first believed the farmer 
committed suicide, but. changed 
their opinion when blood stains 
were found outside the closet door.

State Escheat Bill Offered. 
A bill introduced today by Sena- 
tor McDowell of Charleston, at the 


Kittrick, provides for the transfer 
to the State Treasury of any un- 
claimed funds due policyholders in 
connection with the rate litigation. 

While the bill does not refer spe- 
cifically to any particular fund, 
it is designed to transfer 
to the State, control of about $2,750,- 
000 now impounded in Cole County 
Circuit Court, in a suit to compel 
the fire insurance companies to 
make full restitution of excess 
premiums collected during litiga- 
tion over a 10 per cent rate reduc- 
tion ordered by the State in 1922. 

McDowell’s bill provides that any 
unclaimed funds which have been 
in litigation shall be paid into the 
State escheat fund 90 days after 
final judgment by the courts. Pro- 
vision is made for any claimant to 
recover money due him from such 
funds at any time within five years 
after the money was paid into the 
escheat fund. Under the present 
law money may be recovered by 
claimants from the escheat fund 
on proof of claim, within 21 years 
after the money was transferred to 
that fund. 

Excessive Costs Alleged. 

Charges have been made in con- 
nection with the proposed House 
inevstigation that costs of adminis- 
tering the $2,750,000 fund impound- 
ed in the restitution case have been 
excessive. 

Reports filed with the Circuit 
Court show that $213,000 has been 
expended in administration of the 
fund impounded in the resitution 
case December, 1934, to the 
first of this year, in refunding a 
total of $29,332 to policyholders to 
whom the money is due. This ex- 
pense total does not include 3412 
500 in fee allowances to attorneys 
for the State in the case, Which 
have not been paid pending a deci- 
sion in appeals to: the Supreme 
Court by Attorney-General McKit- 
trick, who opposed the fee allow- 
ances by Judge Nike Sevier of 
Cole County Circuit Court. 

The companies collected about 


$13,000,000 in excess premiums dur- | 


ing seven years of litigation over 
the 10 per cent rate reduction. After 
the reduction was sustained by the 
courts the companies refunded to 
policyholders approximately $10,000,- 
* of that amount. An accounting 
fOr the balance was involved in the 
restitution suit in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court. 

A similar bill, providing for 
transfer of the unclaimed funds 
within five years after final judg- 
ment by the courts, is pending in 
the House.

COCK-OF-THE-ROCK DIES 
OF POISONING AT 200 


Bird That Cost $500 Apparently Ate 
Fruit Sprayed With Arsenic 
Solution. 


A cock-of-the-rock, South Ameri- 
can jungle bird, acquired seven 
years ago by the St. Louis Zoo in 
Forest Park, has died of arsenic 
poisoning, probably from eating 
fruit which had been sprayed with 
an arsenic solution used as an in- 
secticide. : 
Henry M. Kennon, curator of 
birds, said today that although the 
fruit is washed, enough of the in- 
secticide clung to it to prove fatal 
to the bird through regular feeding. 
The bird is slightly smaller than a 
‘pigeon, and has brilliant orange- 
colored feathers, with black mark- 
ings on the wings. Two other of the 
male birds were affected, but have 
recovered. The dead bird cost $500 
seven years ago, when there were 
fewer of them in captivity.

PITTSBURGH, March 4. — The 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corporation, 
chief subsidiary of United States 
Steel, notified its employes last 
night that their right to work and 
bargain individually would be 
guarded. The corporation has rec- 
ognized the John L. Lewis Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization as 
a bargaining agency for union 
members. 

A member of the corporation’s 
Employe Defense Committee said 
today the group was considering 
formation of an independent union 
among supporters of the Carne- 
gie-Illinois employérepresentation 
plan. He said the new union might 
be patterned after the Steel Em- 
ployes’ Independent Labor Organi- 
zation recently formed among Car- 
negie-Illinois employes in the Chi- 
cago district. The committee con- 
ferred with Benjamin F. Fairless, 
Carnegie-Illinois president, this af- 
ternoon. The company has agreed 
to begin negotiations with’ the Chi- 
cago group next week. 

The company's announcement 
said: 

“The policy of the corporation 
with regard to collective bargain- 
ing with employes remains un- 
changed. As previously stated the 
company recognizes the right of 
its employes to organize and to bar- 
gain collectively through represent- 
atives of their own choosing. . 

“It will recognize any individual, 
or group or organization, as the 
spokesmen for those employes 
whom they represent, but it will 
not recognize any single organiza- 
tion or group as the executive bar- 
gaining agency for all employes. 

“Under this policy the status of 
the employe representation plan is 
likewise unchanged. It will con- 
tinue as the spokesman for those of 
the employes who prefer that 
method of collective bargaining, 
which has proved so mutually sat- 
isfactory throughout its existence.” 

(The employe representation plan. 
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is designated by many the com- 
pany union“ plan.) N 
Speech by Union Leader. 

Philip Murray, chairman of the 

CIO’s steel workers organizing 
committee, told 40 sub-regional 
directors about the Carnegie-Illinois 
contract, first of its kind to be 
signed by a steel company in 4 
years: 
“We have been called in here to 
finish the job. of organizing the in- 
dustry and to do it quickly,” he 
said. “You now just have to take 
your cards out and sign them up 
because they want to come in. They 
know the company union is dead. 
Management has completely re- 
pudiated it. They may not say 80 
in public; they may not even ad- 
mit it to me, but what has hap- 
pened in the last few days justified 
that, 

“For the first time in our lives 
all of our members now are privi- 
ledged to wear buttons in Carnegie- 
Illinois plants. Let them advertise 
the fact they are members of a 
good, honest and real organization. 

“The mere fact that we have 
negotiated a contract, brought 
wage increases, lower hours and 
other concessions, is sufficient to 
induce the men in the mills we are 
worth having, and anything that is 
worth having is going to stay. 

“The biggest job that lies before 
us now is to organize these men 
just as quickly as we possibly can. 
We contemplate convening a union 
convention and when we do we 
want to be in a position to tell 
these men what this organization 
has done.” : 

Murray has summoned union rep- 
resentatives from each of the 27 
Carnegie-Illinois plants to a meet- 
ing here next Tuesday to select 
delegates to a collective bargaining 
conference with the steel execu- 
tives. A spokesman said the nego- 
tiations over wage adjustments for 
skilled and semi-skilled workers 
who are members of the union 
would open Wednesday. Any agree- 
ment will be supplementary to the 
recent wage increase. 

The contract signed by .Carnegie- 
Illinois granted the members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel & Tin Workers, a CIO unit, 
the, general increase of 10 cents an 
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hour, and 40-hour week which most 
of the industry's producers granted 
their workers. It is effective 
March 16. 


The contract also provides for a 
joint committee of management 
and union to adjust disputes be- 
tween company and employes. 

‘The employes’ representatives 
group already has such an or- 
ganization, which includes commit- 
tees in individual plants and a joint 
district council. dealing for: 18 of 
the 27 Carnegie-Illinois mills. 

The Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization said yesterday its mem- 
bership had increased to 2,000,000, 
six months after it split with the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
original 10 suspended unions in the 
committee totaled around .1,000,000 
members when the break took 
place. The Federation has a mem- 
bership of 2,700,000. 


The Jones & Laughlin Steel Cor- 
poration notified its employe rep- 
resentatives the corporation would 
adopt the 40-hour week, eight- 
day, with time and one-half for 
overtime, effective March 16. 

Previously, the company had 
agreed to the $5 daily minimum 
wage, with proportionate increases 
for skilled and semi-skilled work- 
ers. 

The statement on the 40-hour 
week, made by S. E. Hackett, presi- 
dent, said the company was moved 
to adopt the policy because its 
large competitors had done so and 
because “public sentiment both in 
Government and industry is unit- 
ing to effect in the near future a 
shorter work week than exists at 
the present ‘time.” 

The corporation, largest inde- 
pendent producer in the Pitts- 
burgh area, ‘has 25,000 employes. 

More Companies Raise Wages. 

Additional companies announced 
yesterday that they would increase 
wages. These include American 
Steel & Wire, Colorado Fuel & 
Iron, which. employs 7000 at Pue- 
blo, Colo,, and Sheffield Steel, which 
has plants at St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Mo., and Tulsa, Ok. 

R. L. Gray, president of Shef- 
field, said at Kansas City that ne- 


gotiations would be started with 


the Sheffield unit of the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization, and 
the Sheffield Employes Labor Con- 
ference. He said the labor con- 
ference comprised about 1000 work- 
men, and the C. I. O. organiza- 
tion about 300. A minimum hourly 
wage of 47 cents and a maximum 
work week of 48 hours is in effect. 

J can’t say what the adjustment 
will be,” Gray said, but our wages 
will conform to those of the rest 
of the industry.” :

11 woman clerks, who occupy an- 
other branch here. 

Koenig said the employe repre- 
sentatives would include Louis 
Walters of the Cooks’ union, and 
Louis Satren of the Retail Clerks’ ;

The strikers demand a i0-cent 
hourly wage increase over their 
weekly scale of $14 and a 48hour 
week.

P. Sloan Jr., president of General 
Motors Corporation, addressed a 
message to all employes today, em- 
phasizing the principles of labor re- 


j lations to be followed by the com- 


pany under the settlement of the 
recent sit-down strike. In explain- 


ing “how we stand today,” Sloan | 


summed up as follows: 


“}.-General Motors agrees to deal 
with the United Automobile Work- 


ers’ Union only so far as its own 
members ‘are concerned. 

“2—-General Motors has not rec- 
ognized, and will not recognize, any 
union as speaking for all its work- 
ers, in any plant. 

“3—The privilege of joining or not 
joining any union is a matter en- 


tirely of your personal choice. 


„Tou do not have to pay trib- 
ute to anybody to hold a job in a 
General Motors plant. I told you 


that in my message of Jan. 5. That 


still holds good.” 

Sloan also directed particular at- 
tention to a part of his statement 
in italics: 

“The increase of wages you re- 
ceived in going back to work had 
nothing to do with the negotia- 
tions.” 

Condemns U. A. W. Position. 

Continuing, Sloan declared: 

“It Was originally claimed by the 
United Automobile Workers’ Union 
that it should be the bargaining 
agency for all General Motors em- 
ployes in all plants, irrespective of 
whether they were members of the 
union or not; i. e an exclusive 
bargaining position. 

“Next, they urged that this par- 
ticular union should represent, as 


ja bargaining agency, all the work- 


ers in the General Motors plants on 
strike—again, whether those work- 
ers were members of this particu- 
lar union or not. 

_ “Manifestly, both positions were 
unfair and unjust. General Motors 
has always taken the position, and 
still stands on that position, that 
its workers should have the right 
to be represented by any organiza- 
tion or any form of representation 
that in their judgment is to their 
best interests. General Motors has 
done nothing, and should do noth- 
ing, to prejudice. those inalienable 
rights. This is the position that 
General Motors has always held, 
and neither these negotiations nor 
the understanding that has result- 


ed from same, has in any sense 


altered that position. 

“General Motors cannot recog- 
nize any union, or any group, as

“This means that if any organiza- 
tion, truly representative of General 
Motors workers, desires to negotiate 
on any question of general policy, 
and if Gov.

“Protecting Its Workers.” 

“General Motors agreed to this 
because it has no intention of dis- 
criminating, but it has every inten- 
tion of protecting its workers in 
their right to a free and unpreju- 
diced decision as to how they wish 
to be represented.” 

Sloan concluded with the declara- 
tion that the wage increase, re- 
ceived by the workers on their re- 
turn from the strike, was “entirely 
outside the negotiations” and was a 
“general increase in the wage scale, 
not only in the automotive industry 
but other industries.”

QUEZON SAYS INDEPENDENCE 
ACT REQUIRES REVISION

WASHINGTON, Mazch, 24 — 
President Manuel Quezon of the 
Philippine Commonwealth urged 
today a revision of the 10-year in- 
dependence program adopted by 
Congress to sever ties between the 


United States and the islands.

Various Interpretations Given 
Phrase From Italian Poet's 
Letter to Lt.-Gen. Starace.

ROME, March 2.—Gabriele d' An- 
nunzio, noted poet, playwright and 
novelist, yesterday wrote a letter to 
Lieutenant-General Achille Starace, 
secretary of the Fascist party, 
which said: “I am now old and ill, 
so I am hastening my end.” He 
will be 74 years old on March 12. 
He also spoke of “trying my latest 
invention” rather than “die in

Some persons interpreted the let- 
ter, printed in Benito Mussolini’s il 


Popolo d'Italia, as meaning d' An- 
nunzio meant to kill himself, but 
others recalled he still has a pen- 
chant for high-flown proclamations, 

Luisa Baccara, the poet’s com- 
panion in recent years, declared, 
however, that suicide was farthest 
from his thoughts. 

“You must read d’Annunzio’s let- 
ter to Starace in the same frame of 
mind in which he wrote it,” she 
said by telephone. “That means 
you must interpret his phrases on 
his approaching end as the general 
complaint of a great literary schol- 
cP and soldier who finds himself 
ol Ages 

Starace, moreover, said d’Annun- 
zio appeared in reasonably good 
health when he saw him Sunday, 
and that the writer, who has not 
been well for a long time, walked 
about his villa grounds with him. 

Senator Alfredo Felici, d' Annun- 
zio’s attorney, also confided it was 
not the first time the poet had ex- 
pressed suicidal ideas. 

Reference to Invention. 

The reference to d’Annunzio’s “in- 
vention” might be to some new 
method of dying, the Senator said. 
He recalled the title of the author’s 
latest book, “A Hundred and a Hun- 
dred and a Hundred and a Hun- 
dred Pages From the Secret Book 
of Gabriele d’Annunzio, Attempter 
of Death.”

D’Annunzio lives in a picturesque 
villa at Gardone Riviera, where he 
has been making plans to stage a 
series of classical dances on a spe- 
cial stage built on the grounds, 

He recently wrote letters in rapid 
succession to Vittorio Mussolini, the 
Dictator’s son, and Vito Mussolini, 
his nephew, on the occasion of their 
weddings. He sent his aviator’s ring 
to Vittorio with the 11-page letter, 
written so large that there were 
but a few words to a page, and 
gave Vito two of his old medals, two 
plaques for the nose of his airplane 
and a book. 

D’Annunzio also has been in print 
in recent years with suggestions for 
changing girls’ names. If a girl be- 
comes prominent whose name he 
does not like, he demands it be 
altered.

John Lane and the Steel Plow. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRIiNG to G. Leighton Bridge’s 
letter on origin of the modern plow: 

Here is another claimant. In 1833, my 
grandfather, John Lane, made a steel 
plow. I have a painting made in 1872 by 
a workman in my father’s factory, depict- 
ing the scene as related by my father 
from memory. In the woods near Lock- 
port, Ill., in the summer of 1833, working 
at a fire in a furnace built of bricks, 
grandfather made a plow of steel. He 
never put it on the market, as the plow 
would bend. 

In 1859, my father, John Lane, pat- 
ented iron center steel, From that time 
on, plows were made of iron center steel. 
My father was a member of the firm of 
Hapgood & Co. In 1871, the factory 
burned down in the great Chicago fire. 
St. Louis asked the company to come 
down there, which it did, building a fac- 
tory in Carondelet. After a few years, 
they were burned out again. They then 
moved to Alton. My father then retired 
from business. I understand Hapgood 
& Co, still continues in Indiana. I have 
never heard of a steel plow made earlier 
than 1833. I should be glad to know if 
there was such a one. When Lockport, 
III., celebrated an anniversary, it honored 
my grandfathér as the first maker of a 
steel plow.

real errors have been found. But great numbers of 
criminal lawyers, in and out of ‘the Legislature, do 
not want second trials which follow speedily on the 
first.

The shotgun motion allows the very delay which 
this unsocial element in the bar wants. Under it, 
at least a year elapses before the appeal can be 
passed upon, and by the time the case is sent back 
to the trial court, if that proves to be the order, wit- 
nesses may have died or removed from the State, and 
the chance for conviction is materially reduced. 
Furthermore, this dilatory tactic makes it possible 
for the defense to spring the basis for its appeal 
as a surprise, in the hope of catching the prosecution 
unprepared. It is no wonder that the State Supreme 
Court has condemned shotgun-motion procedure as 
“trial by ambush.” . 

Representative Lauf of Jefferson City, sponsor of 
the bill—one of the high-salaried custodians of the 
insurance fund, incidentally—defends the proposal on 
the ground that the present statutes discriminate 
against criminal practice in favor of civil practice. 
This defense is no defense whatever. The thing to 
do is to bring civil procedure on this point up to 
criminal procedure, not take ¢riminal procedure back 
more than a decade. 

This vicious bill will go through the Senate if the 
Kinney-Casey-Brogan dictatorship so decrees. Mis- 
souri knows from experience that what this ruth- 
less triumvirate approves is passed and what it op- 
poses is killed. Action by Gov. Stark may be the only 
bulwark. If the bill reaches the Governor, the forth- 
right veto of the shotgun motion bill by his prede- 
cessor, Gov.

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SUICIDE OR MURDER? 

Dr. Friedrich Weissler, a leader of the Lutheran 
church in Germany, committed suicide by hanging 
while confined in the Sachsenhausen concentration 
camp. So runs the official announcement, but the 
pastor’s colleagues doubt its accuracy. That doubt 
was expressed in a guarded yet unmistakable state- 
ment by the Rev. Martin Niemoeller, who figures 
prominently in the Protestant opposition to Nazi co- 
ordination. 

Suspicions are founded not only on the bitterness 
of the church fight, but also on the sinister past rec- 
ord of the concentration camps. These camps, where 
thousands of political prisoners still are held, have 
played a bloody role in the Nazis’ four-year reign. 
When so-called enemies of the state have died there, 
the causes have been officially announced as disease, 
suicide or “shot while trying to escape.” In many 
instances, unimpeachable evidence has been unearthed 
showing that the victims were beaten to death or 
shot down in their cells. The whole story of concen- 
tration camp horrors will perhaps never be told. 

In view of the brutality with which opponents of 
the Nazi hierarchy are treated, the courage of the 
religious leaders who speak out plainly and resist 
regimentation cannot be overrated. Hitler has prom- 
ised a free church election, but it is already appar- 
ent that it will be hedged with restrictions, and the 
confessional leaders must continue their fight. The 
Weissler suicide“ and the imprisonment of other 
pastors may readily be interpreted as an official 
warning to the opponents of religious totalitarianism. 
And the end is not yet.

Not only is the agreement between the CIO and 
leaders of the stee] industry a significant forward 
stride for collective bargaining and industrial peace, 
but it also apparently ends a major phase of the 
unseemly controversy over the Walsh-Healey Act. 
This measure, requiring a 40-hour week in produc- 
tion of goods made to fill Government contracts, had 
been resisted by the steel industry since its passage 
last year. Navy Department bids were virtually boy- 


cotted, with the result that the construction of six } 


destroyers and three submarines came to a standstill. 

Acceptance of the 40-hour week by companies em- 
ploying 870,000 of the 550,000 steel workers presum- 
ably means that these firms will now bid on naval 
contracts in their regular course of business. This 
will end discussion of resort to the courts, of Fed- 
eral investigations, of special exemptions for the in- 
dustry, of steel manufacture by the Government. The 
decision will enable the national defense program 
authorized by Congress to be advanced without ob- 
struction. Recognition of the Government's right 
to protect the workers’ interest in awarding contracts 
has been conceded. * N 

Steel has seen the light with respect to both the 
workers’ and the Government's reasonable demands. 
It is to be hoped that other industries also will fall 
in line. Copper manufacturers have blocked Govern- 
ment work by similar opposition to the Walsh-Healey

The Liberal Government proposed that if 
a money bill passed by the Commons did 
not within a month receive the approval of 
the House of Lords, it should nevertheless 
become law.

The controversy was long. Naturally, many 
peers objected, for the power of their body 


was to be sharply cut. In 1910, the Asquith 
Ministry “went to the country” and won a 
general election. Then came Premier As- 
quith’s letter to Balfour. If the Lords should 
not pass the measure, the King, George V, 
had been pleased to promise lat, acting on 
the advice of his Ministers, he would create 
enough new peers to insure its passage. 

The fight was over. There was no value 
in forcing the creation of 400 or 500 new 
peers, changing the whole rank and impor- 
tance of the Aristocracy, when the cause was 
lost. 

It immediately strikes the American ob- 
server looking for à parallel that thie vital 
change was discussed by Lords and Com- 
mons and everyone in the realm for years 
before the decision was taken. British Min- 
isters even called into conference an Amer- 
ican, Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. The ques- 
tion was not merely an issue but the issue 
of the election of 1910. The sovereign knew 
exactly where he stood, The country, after 
the fullest debate, had decided. 

The House of Lords, however, is no sort of 
parallel to our Supreme Court. Its function 
was, and is, legislation, although it also has 
judicial powers. It numbers some 600 or 700 
peers, many of whom never attend or cast a 
vote. 

Our Supreme Court is not hereditary, or 
even self-perpetuating. Its function is not 
to vote its opinions on what it would like, 
but to enforce the Constitution. It speaks 
the voice of no party or faction. Indeed, it 
is noteworthy today that of the three most 
pronounced “liberals,” two were appointed

122 part that careless pedestrians play in 
local traffic accidents is beginning to put 
on definite and impressive proportions. 
Thanks to a WPA traffic survey conducted 
under his charge, City Traffic Engineer Ris 
troph has been able to compile figures which 
lead him to conclude that their own “general 
disregard of traffic regulations” was a po 
tent contributor to the injury of pedestrians 
by traffic accidents in New Orleans dt 
1936, 

In 35 per cent of all types of traffic acck 
dents during that year, he finds, pedestrians 
suffered injury. 

“Fifty-one per cent of the pedestrian ae 
cidents,” we read further, “occurred at street 
crossings and in more than half of these the 
pedestrian was injured while violating a trat- 
fic ordinance. About 24 per cent of the to 
tal number of injured were struck while 


crossing streets in the middle of the block— 


a violation of regulations.” a 

More cheerful were these findings: “Less 
than 1 per cent of the accidents involving 
pedestrians occurred at signalized street 
crossings, where the question of right of 
way is arbitrated by a semaphore light” 
And “a recent study of school-child peder 
trian practices shows that younger children 
are more obedient to schoolboy patrolmen. 
traffic police and control signals.” This is 
offset by the comment that “older children 
show less regard for safety.” 

How to mend the carelessness of adult pe 
destrians is a problem anxiously studied but 
thus far unsolved. Possibly the compilation 
and publication of statistics showing what 
a high percentage of traffic accidents im 
volving pedestrians is demonstrably due in 
part to pedestrian carelessness and disre 
gard of safety regulations may prove edu 
cationally effective for adults.

ALE of a loan to Germany is curren 

still, despite the enormous obstacles i 
the way. Among these are the Johnson 
Act, forbidding loans to European default- 
ing countries, Germany's dismal record on 
past loans and American hostility to the 
Nazi regime. Yet Chairman Pittman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee was 
quoted in the Wall Street Journal on Jan. 
20 as favoring American financial aid to Ger- 
many, and several big American bankers 
have made similar statements. 

There are persistent rumors that Sir W 
ter Runciman’s visit to the White Ho 
had a German loan as one of its purposes. 
In fact, England has been the spearhead of 
the whole movement. A sign of this is the 
formation in London of a firm called Com- 
pensation Brokers, Ltd., for the purpose of 


extending raw-material credits to Germany. 


Great Britain holds a larger stake in Ger- 
many today than any other European coum 
try—a half-billion-dollar stake in short-term 
commercial debt that is tied up under the 
stand-still agreement.

But she had taken that 
part of her case into her own hands 
and in the presence of her attorneys 
repeated her confession to Rogers 
and went over the draft of the first 
statement she had made to him 
and which he carried with him. 

She admitted deceit in the pre- 
tense that the baby held in her 
home for several months was her 
own, but denied intentional use of 
the situation, or of the mails, to ex- 
tort money; also, she sought to 
suggest comparative innocence for 
her husband. She repeated a part 
of the confession before Judge 
George H. Moore, on appearing for 
sentence. Apparently, it came too 
late to benefit her or her com- 
panions, 

Why Jake Lingle Was Killed, 

Rogers took an important part 
in the investigation of the murder 
of Jake Lingle, Chicago Tribune 
reporter, in a Chicago passenger 


tunnel in June, 1930. He sought, 


not primarily to find the killer 
that was a job for the police—but 
to learn why the killing occurred. 
Chicago newspapers described Lin- 
gle as a martyr to the faithful 
performance of a reporter's duty, 
and pictured his assassination as 
an underworld attack on the free- 
dom and fearlessness of the press. 

This was not the view which the 
St. Louis investigator took, after 
he had made progress in the in- 
quiry. He found Lingle to be not 
only a political and Police Depart- 
ment “fixer,” but a collector of pro- 
tection money from lawbréakers. 
Through his news articles, the so- 
lution of the case was first indi- 
cated—that Lingle was killed be- 
cause he had failed to prevent a 
police raid on a gambling estab- 
lishment, whose proprietor had 
paid him for protection. A young 
St. Louis criminal, who was con- 
victed of the murder, is still in 
Joliet prison. 

Alexander Berg Kidnaping. 

In the kidnaping of Alexander 
Berg, wealthy fur dealer, in No- 
vember, 1931, Rogers’ chief service 
was one of exposure as to the part 
taken by a lawyer then in good 
standing, Paul Richards, acting as 
go-between for the kidnapers while 
Berg was still in their hands. The 
arrest of Richards, immediately af- 
ter Berg’s return, led to the early 
capture and conviction of the ac- 
tive kidnapers. Richards, acquit- 
ted of a charge of kidnaping for 
ransom, was removed from the 
practice of law by the . Supreme 
Court, on the plea of the city and 
State Bar Associations. This start- 
ed a series of disbarment proceed- 
ings, still in progress, by which 
the St. Louis and Missouri bar 
have raised their ethical standards, 

Dr. A. J. Bass of Columbia, ar- 
rested in Arkansas in 1930 on sus- 
picion of an insurance murder, re- 
fused to talk with local officers 
of the law, but Rogers obtained his 
confidence, and the physician's 
confession followed. He has since 
sent the reporter occasional greet- 
ings from prison, thanking him for 
“what you have done for me.” 

Not all the Rogers investigations 
were in the are of violent crime. 
One of his longest and most de- 
tailed tasks was the investigation 
of price-fixing in the building ma- 
terial business in 1921. Attorney-

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A New Flavor Provided 
By Green Skinned Pear 


Calavo and Avocado, Rich in Proteins. and 
| Fat, Give New Turn to 
Familiar Dishes. 


By February's end, winter has 
had its way quite long enough. 
With its dun days and raw winds, 
its sleet and slush, tempered 
though they may be by an occa- 


sional balmy afternoon, winter 


makes people long for something 
different. It is then that the green 
skinned avocado and calavo has an 
especial appeal both for the unini- 
tiated and for the person who has 
long been acquainted with its sub- 
tle flavor. 

And by the way, horticulturists 
squirm when they.hear this fruit 
miscalled an alligator pear. It 
doesn’t belong to the pear family at 
all, they say. The misnomer arose 
from the tendency of early colon- 
ists to fasten familiar names onto 


new world fruits. 


Time was when the avocado was 
just a favorite dooryard tree of the 
Indians of Centra] America. Then 
came the Spaniards whose palate 
the fruit so pleased that they intro- 
duced it into other colonies where 
the Spanish flag waved. From the 
first recorded introduction of the 
avocado in 1833 by a Floridian, to 
its development into an industry is 
a long, often dramatic tale. The 
building of any new. industry is an 
expensive process, costing the for- 
tunes and often the lives of pion- 
eers. The history of the avocado 
business is no exception. . 

Plant explorers from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
especially between 1910 and 1925, 
searched the districts of Central 
America, Peru, Ecuador, Chile, 
Mexico and the West Indies for de- 
sirable types of this fruit to send 
back as plant immigrants into 
Florida and California. From the 
seeds, bud sticks, and cuttings sent 
by these explorers and others have 
developed the fine orchards of to- 
day. It was estimated that more 
than 20,000,000 pounds of this fruit 
was eaten in this country in 1935. 
The demand is increasing each 
year. And as production has in- 
creased prices quite naturally have 
decreased and the fruit is coming 
down out of the luxury food class. 
It can be bought in the United 
States the year round... 

Highly Nutritive. 

Part of the secret of the rapid 
rise in popularity 1s in its high nu- 
tritive value, part in its rich, nutty 
flavor. With the exception of olives, 
no other fruit has so large a per- 
centage of fat, its amount varying 
from 7 to 26 per cent, depending 
upon the variety. The caloric yalue, 
of course, varies with the fat con- 
tent, but a fourth to a half of a 
medium-sized fruit will usually 
yield 100 calories.

Until fairly recently grocers them- 
selves, out side California and Fiori- 
da, didn’t know much about the 
fruit, and sometimes unintention- 
ally sold those which were imma- 
ture or past their prime and ran- 
cid. Shoppers even yet sometimes 
need guidance in buying. Shape, 
skin color and size reveal little as 
to fruit quality. They may be round, 
ovoid, or pear-shaped, and range 
from six ounces to two or three 
pounds in weight. 
The skin may be almost as thin 
as that of an apple and fairly 
smooth, or thick and smooth, or it 
may be leathery, rough and shell-

cies from purple, maroon and dark 
mahogany’ to near black, and 
threugh various shades of green.

We doubt that he will 
get it from inquiring of the fistic 
fraternity, which in general has 
about the same conception of the 
term as Mr. Gezhardt. 

The fistic fraternity thinks it is 
a physical condition peculiar to 
the fighting game, whereas it is 


our opinion that often it merely is{ 


a state of mind, found in many 
other trades and professions. We 


once heard of a college professor | - 


who got punch drunk” taking 
showers. We must add, however, 
that we still have this story under 
investigation, and the reader must 
not accept it ag true until we re- 
port further. 


IT IS CERTAIN that the term 
“punch drunk” derives from the 
prize ring. It is a popular im- 
pression that when a fighter un- 
dergoes a long suctession of blows 
around the head, the effect is to 


addle his brains, muddle his speech, |. 


and disarrange his gait. Thus he 
is said to be “punch drunk.” 

However, it has been our observ- 
ation that other things besides 
actual blows around the head will 
produce almost identically the 
same condition in persons or fight- 
ers. For instance, it is a well 
known scientific fact that there is 
a definite vibration to the act of 
setting a glass, or bottle, down on 
a wooden counter, such as a bar, 
that reacts on the human nerves. 
So if a man, or woman, makes a 
practice of picking up and setting 
down glasses, or bottles, on a bar 
over a considerable period of time, 
this vibration eventually produces 
something very closely akin to 
the state of being punch drunk.” 

Some scientists hold that the tod- 
dy that may be in the glasses and 
bottles sometimes has something to 
do with the final effect.

Studying the actual physiology of 
cough, and making note of the vari- 
ous changes in pressure, it has been 
described as having three phases: . 

(1) The Inspiratory Phase: Dur- 
ing this the patient is impelled by 
reflex nervous actions to take a big 
breath so as to fill the lungs with 
air. ; 

(2) The Compression Phase: In 
this the chest begins to shut down, 
but the glottis or vocal chords aré 
closed, This creates a strong posi- 
tive pressure within the chest and 
within the bronchial] tubes. 

(8) The Expulsive Phase: In this 
the glottis is slightly open, allow- 
ing forceful expression of the pre- 
viously compressed air and secre- 
tion. 


In these actions, the muscles of 
the chest wall do most of the work;

COUGH has been compared to 
the action of a gun.

UST why the world insists on 
considering the harmonica some- 
thing to be played out back of 
the barn, Borrah Minevitch, mouth 


organ maestro, can’t explain. He 
can’t explain, either, how the im- 
pression got around that harmonica 
playing and softening of the brain 
are practically one and the same 
thing. Borrah has spent 12 years 
trying to convince folks that the 
harmonica has had a raw deal, but 
he admits, sadly, that there is still 
a lot of convincing left to do. 


“Even a guy who plays a mu- 
sical saw looks down on me. He 
thinks I’m some extra special kind 
of nut,” Borrah said, as he pointed 
out that half the world plays a 
mouth organ and won't admit it, 
and that the other half wishes it 
could play one, and won't admit 
that, either. 


“Not long ago an old lady in her 
seventies came to see me,” the 
master of the mouth organ went 
on to explain. “The poor soul was 
carrying a paper sack and after I 
invited her to sit down she opened 
up the sack, took out seven har- 
monicas and asked if I'd listen to 
her play. We had a nice visit and 
I discovered that her family was 
threatening to have her committed 
to an institution. They thought 
she was balmy because she wanted 
to play the harmonica.” 

Minevitch has the first and only 
professional harmonica band in the 
world and he is doing all right 
for himself these days. but he had 
a tough time making people take 
him seriously. Recently he or- 
ganized the Harmonica Institute of 
America, with headquarters in 
Rockefeller Center in New York, 
and he has made enough money to 
buy part interest in an European 
mouth organ factory. 


* * „ 


WELVE years ago, curly-haired 

Minevitch decided he was get- 

ting too ancient (he was 21 
then) to be a newsboy. It was nice 
work and allowed him plenty of 
time to play the harmonica, but 
there wasn’t much in the way of 
promotion in sight. Se he rounded 
up 35 kids, bought them harmoni- 
cas, taught them to play the 
things, and managed to get a few 
bookings. Everything was going 
along as smoothly as you could 
expect anything connected with 35 
boys to go, when trouble developed. 
The boys struck for more money 
and the day they picked for the 
strike happened to be the day on 
which the great Ziegfeld had an- 
nounced he would hear the act. 
Borrah fired all but six of his 
gang, called the Western Union to 
send him three boys, recruited two 
shoe shiners in a shoe shine shop 
on Forty-second and Broadway, 
corralled four newsboys and held 


a hasty rehearsal on the sidewalk 
at Forty-first street and Sixth 


avenue. Ziegfeld signed the act 
and never did discover that out of 


the 15, only six were making any 
noise on the mouth organ. Of 

course, by the time the show opened 
Borrah had found enough har- 
monica players to bring his troupe 
up to specifications. 


“Until that Ziegfeld show I never 


even thought of putting any com- 
edy in the act,” Minevitch ex- 
plained ... “And when Ziegfeld 
asked me to liven the act up with 
comedy clothes, I told him, ‘but 


my mother would beat me, Mr. 
Ziegfeld. It would kill her to make 
a laughing matter out of my har- 
monica music.’ Finally the old man 
talked: to my mother and persuad- 
ed her to let me try it just once, 
and he presented me with an outfit 
he had worn to a ‘ade. 
From then on I’ve stuck to the 
same costume—the bowler, the 
loud-checked coat and the silly 
pants.” 

Ziegfeld’s “Betsy” had a short 
run and from that beginning young 
Borrah Minevitch and his -mouth 
organ went alone into “Puzzles” 
with Elsie Janis, and “Sonny” with 


ered another gang together and 
played in “Good Boy,” and after 
that toured Europe with an idea of 
educating the world to the wonders 
of the harmonica. After the Euro- 
pean jaunt Billy Rose came across 
with a spot in “Sweet and Low,” 
and until last year when Borrah 
essayed another continental tour, 
and the recent picture, “One in a 
Million,” he and his Harmonica 
Rascals have divided their time be- 
tween vaudeville and the radio. 
Last year in London, Minevitch and 
his mouth organ boys gave the first 
symphonic concert ever to be given 
on the harmonica, and they caused 
something of a panic in staid old 
“Queen’s Hall,” which is to Lon- 
don what Carnegie Hall is to New 
York. 5 

“I was on the train when I got 
the idea for the Queen’s Hall con- 
cert,” the professor of the mouth 
organ explained. “I read a notice 
that Harold Holt, the famous En- 
glish impresario, would present 
Heifetz on such and such a date, 
and I said to myself, yes, and Har- 
old Holt is going to present Mine- 
vitch and his Harmonica Rascals, 
too, When I got to London I 
walked right into Harold Holt's of- 
fice and said, I want to see Mr. 
Holt.’ A ritzy secretary wanted to 
know what for, and when I told 
her I wanted to see him about a 
mouth organ concert, she threat- 
ened to call Scotland Yard. ‘Mouth 
organs in Queen’s Hall,’ she snort- 
ed. Tul have you know, young 
man, that we will never come to 
that.’ 99 F 


FTER three days of haunting 
A reception room, Minevitch 

discovered from eavesdropping 
on the secretary’s telephone con- 
versations that Harold Holt was 
leaving for Spain and was having 
some difficulty about the arrange- 
ments for shipping his automobile 
into the country. He dashed 
back to his hotel, called Holt on 
the ‘phone, posed as an attache of 


the Spanish Consulate and ar- 


ranged to meet Holt and discuss 
the matter of shipping the automo- 
bile. Of course, when Holt showed 


up, Minevitch confessed and Holt 


not only took the whole ruse good 
naturedly, but was profoundly in- 
terested in the idea of a harmon- 
ica concert. London gasped and de- 
cided that their beloved impresario 
had gone completely wacky. When 
the Minevitch posters were put 
in front of Queen’s Hall, an irate 
music lover got a can of red paint 
and a long-handled brush and 
painted “Shame” on every one of 
the placards. Newspapers screamed

while New York newsboy created 


„ commotion that rocked the 


feathers on Queen Mary's hat, but 
the concert was a success and the 
critics agreed that “there is no 
more need to limit the field of 
the harmonica than to forbid the 


man whose only musicial expres- 


sion is singing in his. bath to at- 
tempt an operatic aria if he 
Wishes.“ 

Fresh from the London victory, 
Minevitch tacked on another tri- 
umph in the picture, “One in a 
Million,” and he now has a con- 
tract for a second talkie. 


“Tl prove yeh that the harmon- 
ica is for others than bums and 
bumpkins,” he promised. 

Beaming Borrah has hopes that 
some day harmonica playing will be 
taught in all schools right along 
with history and home economics. 
And through his Harmonica Insti- 
tute of America, which already has 
125,000 members and gives harmon- 
ica tundamentals in four easy les- 
sons, the ex-newsboy expects to 
make us a nation of lovers of 
mouth organ music. He has writ- 
ten a book called “How to Play 
the Harmonica,” which he guaran- 
tees will teach anybody who can 
“blow 4, draw 6,” etc. enough 
about the mouth organ to enable 
them to be the life of any party.

HEN not on tour with his 
“Harmonica Rascals, Mine- 
vitch lives in New York with 
his wife and baby daughter, who is 
in some measure responsible for the 
fact that her now clean-shaven 
papa once wore a full beard for 
four months.
